It Is not the tlciirc of the council 
or «.( the sanitary Inspector to work 
a hardship on any one The health 
of th. great majority l« t be looked 
after first of all, uml this is a grave 
question in all cities which arc not 
adequately sewered, so grave that tile 
•rate of Florida has passed the lob 
lowing taw to protect the health of 
tis ci.Irene 

‘Whereas, by the provision* cf 
l this Vet of the Legislature, ap¬ 

proved May lS, mi5, entitled 
f w "An Act inakutg it u mis 'cniean- 
nr in keep or maintain surfac. 
closet*, which are not fly-pro.,f 
In eons*.ruetion nod «rt not in 
conformity with plans rrcotn- 
mended and approved by the Stale 


Hoard of Health, and prescribing 
a penally fur the violation of the 
the provisions of this-Act.’ 

It is provider! that ar.y firm or cor- 
poratiott keeping or maintaining sur¬ 
face closets within the limit* of the 
iitforporu’.od towns which a«V not 
fly proof <n construction and arc not 
n conformity with the plans recom¬ 
mended or approved by the Stutc 
Hoard of Health, shall he guilty of a 
misdemeanor and punishable by a 
fine. 

Clans and information concerning 
the fly-proof closet which you must 
construct will l»c furnished «>n appli¬ 
cation at tin city ball or to the sani¬ 
tary inspector, whose office i* above 
the Seminole Pharmacy on New York 
avenue. 

This Is on* uf the greatest s*cp» lor- 
v.ard that St. Cloud has made since 
the passage of the new charter, and 
tc conform with this law will he very 
little expense, ur labor, to any one, 
and the great good to the community 
can not he lalculaicd in dollars and 
cents. 

O, Ilttckmastcr says th.it the pen- 
pie <*f St Cloud elected him to look 
out for their health and keep their 
citv clean, and this he is gotng to do 
to the host of Itis ability, subject al- 
"fv* I** the rerall whenever the ma¬ 
jority ..I the (icuplt disapprove of his 
methods lit enforcing the rides of 
health ami cleanliness.

Against Bad Seeds 


Mu United S.atc* is th* dumping 
! ground for all *h« bad seed ft the 
world Furthermore th*>#e state* 
v hie' do not have pure acid laws arc 
the h llscyc for all unscrupulous Im¬ 
porter* and sccdsttirtt. Tliose state* 
receive not only the bad seeds of cth- 
, r *ta» * but those which arc imported 
and cannot be sold ill state which 
have j ure seed law*. Many noxious 
weed* arc imported In that way and 
many »eed* of poor germinahility are 
bntigl and thr farmr. does not know 
the deference, 

Every farmer in Florid* and in thr 
United Slates should urxc hi* con¬ 
gressman *.0 vote for a bill which will 
prevent the importation of impure nr 
poor seed and which will prevent ihv 
transportation of such im| from on* 
state to another. 

The following warning lias been 
sent out recently by the United States 
Department of Agriculture: 

"Heavy importation of crimson 
clover seed of low germination have 
caused the United States Department 
of Agriculture to warn farmers to as¬ 
certain the germination of the crim-

This perverted 
partisanship bends its greatest effort* 
to the control of political situations 
through organizations masking under 
the names of social or moral asso¬ 
ciations. Under a pica of morality, 
or reform, they seek to gain office or 
power, regardless of the greater good 
of the state or the nation. The meth¬ 
ods of such partisans may be dis¬ 
tinguished easily. They arc always 
the same—pledge# from candidates, 
falsehood, treachery, the denial of 
obligations and corruption of official* 
either through threats of defeat or 
promise* of favors. Frequently tnr 
efforts of such purtisana are inspired 
tty scat, hut zeal in a bad cause may 
be even a greater evil than that which 
the zealot would try to remedy. Re¬ 
form in itself may He desirable, but 
if the consequences of that reform 
are worse than the evil reformed 
nothing is gained and progress i* I1I11- 
•Ired. Partisan-Bp should he regu¬ 
lated by common sense and knowl¬ 
edge.
